In accordance with the provisions of 28 U.S.C. § 636(c) and 
Rule 3(b) of the Local Magistrate Judge Rules, the parties to the above captioned civil matter hereby waive their 
right to proceed before a District Judge of this Court and consent to have the Magistrate Judge currently assigned 
to the case Patrick M. Hunt conduct any and all further proceedings in the case (including the trial) and order the 
entry of judgment. The parties do not consent to the reassignment to any other or successor Magistrate Judge.
